THE PYRAMID HOMICIDE. 


Probable Chance of the Piutes Re- 
sisting the Authorities. 

Probably the murder of Lee Win- 
nemucca, which was reported in 
yesterday’s GAZETTE, has caused 
more excitement among the Piutes 
than any incident for yearaa The 
murderer, an Indian known as Jim 
Dunn's boy, is from Humbeldt 
county. The United States authority 
will take the matterin hand. Agent 


W. C Gilson telegraphed Marshal 
Kelly to come with a posse and 
take the murderer into custody. 
Marshal Kelly came to Reno and 
consulted U. s. Distriet Attorney 
T. E. Hayden abvut the matter, 
and Kelly, with Captain Sam and 
Jonatkan Sides, left for the reserva- 
tion. The maurdered man beinga 
grandson of the old and venerated 
chief, Winnemucca, his death will 
be avenged. Should the law fail to 
do it the tribe will. 

There may be trouble in the. offi- 
cers getting the offender, for the 
reason the Irdiant —_ want to 
meet out the death penalty, as they 
have determined to do. It is un- 
derstood that Captain Sam and 
Jonathan Sides favor legal process, 
aud will adviee their brethren to 
let the murderer be disposed of ac- 
cording to law.

WavDswortTa, Nev., June 13, 1888.
